The Farmers’ Conventions ; 


f 


With the holding of the annual convention of the Saskatchewan Grain 
Growers ‘Association at Moose Jaw during the first week of February, this 
year’s great gatherings of the organized farmers of the three Prairie Prov- 
inces were concluded. These annual meetings, attended by thousands of 
representative farmers from every nook and corner of the three Provinces, 
not only command the interest of every man and woman engaged in agri- 
culture, but their deliberations are followed with the closest attention by 
Governments, financiers, transportation interests, manufacturers, and busi- 
ness men generally, as well as by all organizations interested in social and 
moral reforms. 

To the casual onlooker at one of these De gatherings—so big that it is 
next to impossible to sectire auditoriums large enough to accommodate thd 
delegates, not to mention visitors—they are too big to permit of that care- 
ful consideration and intelligent grasp of the important questions which 
come up for decision and action, At times the conventions appear to be- 
come unwieldy, almost unmanageable, and somewhat confused as to the 
issue before them because of a multiplicity of motions, amendments and 
amendments to the amendment. No doubt a delegated convention restrict- 
ed to two or three hundred men and women, selected from districts, could 
transact business more expeditiously. 

But smaller conventiotis would result in loss of some of the most ap- 
parent and undoubted advantages of these big gatherings. The big con- 
vention is a veritable dynamo for the development of enthusiasm in behalf 
of those particular reforms to the accomplishment of which the organized 
farmers have set their hands.-. These large gatherings provide ample op- 
portunity for hundreds of men and women to attend who otherwise would 
never receive the inspiration inseparable from such a gathering together 
of people engaged in a common task and confronted with common prob- 
lems. Asa result, each succeeding convention sees many new faces in the 
audience, and the influence of the farmers’ movement is thus more widely 
spread over this agricultural land, , 

It might be feared that such manifestations of abounding enthusiasm 
would lead to ill-advised, hasty action. The opposite appears to be true 
in most instances. Year after year resolutions from individual locals call- 
ing for radical and even drastic action are considered by the conventions, 
but when facts are given and new light thrown on the subject of which the 
Local was not aware, the big convention invariably rejects the resolution, 
fully or adopts it in a very much modified form, The ultra-radicals are 
respectfully listened to, their point of view considered, and then the good 
judgment and sane common sense of the vast majority render a decision. 
These annual conventions, therefore, have a steadying influence. They 
clear the atmosphere of much fog which gathers in local spots throughout 
the year. © This, indeed, is one of the most valuable features of these big 
annual get-together meetings. : 

And the big conventions are fair and open-minded. 
motto of the organized farmers of the West. Emphasis is laid upon it at 
every convention. And the delegates strive earnestly to live up to it. 
Anything unfair or underhand is immediately scorned by these big 
gatherings. ‘ Personalities are strictly out of order. The organized 
farmers are demanding justice for themselves in the carrying on of the 
primary and basic industry of the Dominion, they recognize the right 
of everybody cise to just treatment, too. They are not asking for special 
privileges for themselves, and feel there is no injustice in fighting against 
the continuance of such privileges now enjoved by others. 
all round is their motto and also their fighting ground. 

The conventions in all three Provinces this year had two outstanding 
questions before them—the much talked of “wheat pool” and the proposal 
that the farmers’ organizations as such should enter the Provincial political 
arena in their several Provinces. The idea of a “wheat pool” was enthu- 
siastically endorsed, because the wheat growers have become firmly con- 
vinced that the methods which have so long ptevailed under whtcit titei: 
chief product becomes the plaything of market specelttors must cease, They 
have too much at stake to allow such-tethods to continue indefinitely. 
Two avenues of refory ‘ii to present. themselves—one, action by the 
Federal Goxernrnent; two, co-operative action by the farmers themselves. 
Failing the first, the farmers are determined to evolve some plan whereby 
the second may be brought into practical operation. . But no basty, ill-ad- 
vised steps were taken. There was general appreciation of the magnitude 
of the task before them—the biggest ever attempted by organized farmers. 
The huge financial and transportation problems involved were fully and 
frankly recognized, but there was a grim determination in evidence to find 
a solution to these, and the Executives were authorized to proceed diligent- 
ly with the work of finding the solution. It was also made clear that in 
this task the farmers would have the active sympathy and support of the 
Western Provincial Governments, 

As to the advisability of entering Provincial politics, opinions differed. 
In some Provinces the majority view fawored such action; in others the 
majority opinion was that such action was not necessary, that tle time was 
not ripe for it, and that to force it would be ill-advised and a mistake, But 
so far as Federal politics are concerned, there was absolutely unanimity— 
the farmers are going to fight as a body in the next Dominion election.

Performance of 
Dairy Cattle 


A Holstein cow recently eclipsed all 
Canadian records for yield of milk and 
percentage Of butter fat, according to 
Report No. 12 issued by the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture. This report 
gives the records of performance of all 
pure bred dairy cattle from April 1, 1919, 
to March 31, 1920. Also the standards 
ofevery breed, and a Jist of bulls qualified 
for registration. The names of the cows 
are given, and also those of thé sire and 
dam, the owner, the breeder, age at test, 
date of calving, production required, and 
total production, percentage of fat, the 


number of days milked, and inthe maj- 


_ ority of cases the number of times milked 


per day. The last mentioned matter 
having lately been a subject of experiment 
at the Ontario College, 
Guelph, aud Macdonald College, Que., it 
is interesting to note that many of the 
Ayrshires were milked three times a day 
and some of the Holsteins four times, 
Of the Ayrshires the greatest yield of the 
year is credited to a mature cow owned 
by. the Nova Scotia Agricultural College, 
Truro, and the best percentage of butter 
fat to a cow owned in. Prince Edward 
Island. Of the Holsteins, the record

yield for the year is credited to a matron 


owned by the Colony Farm, British Col- 
umbia, and the best percentage of butter 
fat to another British Columbian, Of 
the Jerseys the first in point of yield is 
an animal owned at Edgefield, Ontario, 
while the best percentage of butter fat is 
attributed to a three-year-old owned in 
British Columbia. A four-year-old Short- 
hori owned at Buckingham, Que., claims 
the record for that breed in qtantity of 
nrilk, and a two-year-old owned at Water- 
the highest. fat content.

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Rebellion Days

On reaching home I found the In- 
dian -had behaved well, so I had a 
heart. to heart talk with him and ad- 
vised him strongly to go back to Nut 
Lake or Touchwood Hills. where he 
came from. 1 told him that if he 
went on, his life was not worth a rush 
(for in the excited state of the sect- 
tlers they would shoot at anything in 
the shape of an Indian); if he decided 
to return I could not give him any 
ammunition, but I would spare a few 
rations of flour, tea, sugar and to- 
bacco, also some snaring twine which 
would see him safely home. His wife 
joined with ine in coaxing him and 
finally he promised to start back next 
morning, which he did—so exit Nut 
Laker. A short digression may be 
pardoned here to show (that contrary: 
to Yankee opinion) even Indians will} 
show gratitude; in fact I have known 
many instances of them doing so, and 
this is one of them, In March, 1886, 
nearly all the settlers throughout 
Northern Saskatchewan went down to 
Qu’Appelle station for seed grain and 
grub, there being a dearth of both in 
the country. This was supplicd by 
the government and | was one of the 
crdwd. On our homeward journey 
we passed through the Touchwood 
Hills, our ponies were heavily loaded 
and frequent spells at the steep hills 
were in order. At one of these we 
pulled up quite close to some Indian 
tepees, 1 noted an Indian scanning 


both me and my tcam very closely,| much takcn with my three fair hair- 
shading his eyes with his hands, andj ed little girls. 


jumping up on a waggon box he took; 
one more look, then diving into his 
tepee, he came running out with a 
new rabbit skin robe which he threw 
on my sleigh, Standing up on the 
box he called out in a Joud voice, 
“Look at this man, He saved my life. 
Now my new robe will keep him 
warm in. the snow” (and it did), Sure 
enough, it was our Nut Lake friend, 
Sos-coo-pi-toon, I think they called 
him, A great shake hands all round 
followed, and I had to tell my com- 
panions the story that night. All our 
camps were made in the snow, 32 days 
for me, the round trip being five hun- 
dred miles. 

To revert to my diary. On pro- 
posing to my wife that I could take 
her and the children to Prince Albert, 
also our furs and that I would go 
either scouting or on the transport, 
she absolutely refused to consider any 
separation, and said we must all stay 
together no matter what happened. 
On scouting round the place a day or 
two later | found a body of some 
forty Indians, evidently from Nut 
Lake, had camped for a night a mile 
or so south of my house, and then 
struck southwest in the direction of 
Batoche. No doubt they were rebels, 
or going to joi the rebel forces, This 
decided me that it was no longer safe

for an isolated settler to stay on his 
farm, and I told my family as soon as 
we could pack up we would trek for 
Ft. La Corne, (A year -or so after 
the rebellion an Indian told me that a 
council had taken place with this war 
party as to whether they -would raid 
my place or not, and it was only de- 
cided by a narrow majority that I 
should be left alone.) 

Some six miles south of old Ft, La 
Corne was a retired H. B. C. clerk 
named Geo.

About T! M.llion Miles Nearer the in Europe. And he considers the joys 


Sun in January Than at 
Midsummer. 

Incredible as it may seem, the earth 
is about three million miles nearer to 
the sun early in January than it is at 
midsummer. The respective dis- 
tances, to be exact, are 91,345,000 


miles in January, and 94,450,000 miles’ 


at the end of June or the beginning 
of July. Why, then, fs it not warm- 
er in the winter than in summer? Sim- 
ply because our part of the carth is 
tilted away from the sun in winter, 
thus giving us long, dark nights. An- 
other strong reason is that during the 
winter days the sunlight falls on our 
region of the globe at such a sloping 
angle as to give very little heat. If 
the earth’s annual path were a per- 
fectly circular one we would be, of 
course, always at the same distance 
from our luminary, but as it is not 
circular we are either constantly get- 
ting farther away from or nearer to 
the sun.

faster we mové. Our average speed 
round the sun is 18%4 miles per sec- 
ond, and in that brief time the earth 
departs from a straight line by only 
the one-ninth part of an inch,

Much has been _said and written 
during the past year about the exodus 
of population from the farms to the 
cities and towns both in Canada and 
the United: States, and, from time to 
time, various suggestions have been 
put forth to remedy the situation.

Certainly this is not the case in 
Western Canada, where land brought 
under the plough is steadily increas- 
ing, and where the crop output, year 
by year ,is showing appreciable gains, 
According to the Canada Year Book, 
the area of occupied farm lands in 
the three prairie provinces has in- 
creased 25.04 per cent, in the five-year 
period 1911-1916; or from 58,623,117 
acres to 73,300,135 acres, the province 
of Alberta showing the greatest in- 
crease, but Saskatchewan the greatest 
area. The same situation is found 
regarding the number of farms, Al- 
berta leading with 15.53 per cent. of 
increase and Saskatchewan 7.92 per 
cent., but having. over one thousand 
farms more than the former, 

Manitoba, with a much smaller per- 
centage of increase, cannot be fairly 
compared with her sister provinces, 
for it was the first western province 
to be settled, and until 1912, when its 
area was doubled by the passing of 
the Boundary Extension Act, her size 
was but one-half of either Alberta or 
Saskatchewan. ~ By the revision of 
the boundaries however, Manitoba re- 
ceived an additional 114,000,000 acres. 
The greater part of the province is 
still the property of the crown and 
open to homestead, Rough some, of 
course, is held by private companies. 

It is interesting to note that the size 
of the greatest number of western 
prairie farms is a unit between 101 
and 200 acres, with a unit between 
201 and 320 acres next following. Stu- 
dents of farming etatistics have al- 
ways claimed that as mixed farming 
became more popular, the size of the 
farm unit would decrease, and in view 
of the foregoing facts, it would seem 
as if their contentions were justified. 

Whether the popularity or unpopu- 
larity of farming is on the increase, 
the financial result of the Canadian 
farmer last year is a strong argument 
in favor of the former. According 
to official figures, field crops reached 
the huge sum of nearly $1,500,000,000, 
exceeding the total of the previous 
year by $182,000,000 and that of 1918 
by over $261,000,000, 

When one considers the vast avail- 
able western farming acreage that, as 
yet untouched, lies waiting the com- 
ing of the tiller of the soil, it is easy 
to understand how boatloads and 
trainloads of incoming settlers are 
swallowed up almost without trace or 
impression, 3
